ASHLAND DISTRICT EDUCA- 
TIONAL ASSOCIATION MEETS. 

The Ashland District Educational 
Association will convene in the Audi- 
torium of the Paris High School this 
morning, when an interesting program 
will be carried out for the first day's 
session. The meeting will continue 
to-morrow.

Twelve counties are included in this 
district. From these counties a large 
number of educators, members of 
school boards, and others interested 
in education, are expected to attend 
the meetings. 

Next to the Kentucky Educational 
Association these district associa- 
tions are the largest and the most 
important conventions of teachers in 
the State. They are of even greater 
importance than the K. E. A. locally, 
because of their being in touch wirh 
the needs peculiar to the community, 
and are therefore better able to deal 
with local problems. 

The very best educators in the dis- 
trict, and some of the best from the 
outside, are on the program. Men and 
women from colleges, city schools and 
county schools will tell how they have 
solved their problems, and will give 
us the benefit of their experiences in 
solving others. 

It is to be hoped that the people of 
Paris will avail themselves of this op- 
portunity to find out what other 
schools are doing in order that they 
may have an adequate idea of what 
their own schools are doing. 

The people have resyonded very en- 
thusiastically in offering to provide 
entertainment for the delegates, and 
the pupils of the schools are. prepar- 
ing to give some of their best music. 
It will be an event in the history of 
Paris. 



MISS MOORE RECOVERING. 



Miss Pearl Moore, the victim of an 
attack by an unknown man last Sat- 
urday night, and who has since been 
confined to her home suffering from 
injuries inflicted by ner unknown as- 
sailant, is recovering rapidly and will 
soon be able to resume her position 
at the Cumberland Telephone office. 

The police are still working on the 
case, but with little prospect of ap- 
prehending the guilty party. On a 
theory that the man was a white man 
disguised several suspects have been 
placed under survillance, but nothing 
has been definitely learned that would 
warrant an arrest. 

The similarity of the cases of Mrs. 
Isgrigg, in East Paris, Miss Oliver, 
near Ruddles Mills, Miss Kiser, near 
Kiserton, Miss Moore in Paris, and two 
others whose desire to avoid publicity 
has kept their names out of print, 
lead to the theory that one or two 
men have been pursuing the same tac- 
tics. 

Man-made laws may be all right 
and the talk of justice good, but there 
ought to be a quick and sure end to 
such dastradly scoundrels who are ter- 
rorizing and attacking defenseless wo- 
men in their homes and on the pub- 
lic highways.

ADDITIONAL SUITS FILED 

AGAINST R. B. HUTCHCRAFT 



Two additional suits have been filed 
in the office of Circuit Court Clerk 
W. H. Webb against Mr. R. B. Hutch- 
craft, making an aggregate of about 
$75,$$$ filed in the past three days. 
The Second National Bank of Lexing- 
ton, through their attorneys, Faulco- 
ner & Faulconer, sued to recover on 
a note amounting to $5,000.

Martha S. Withers, of Lexington, 
through her attorney, Bailey D. 
Berry, sues to recover on a note for 
$3,000. 

Suits Jin various amounts, aggre- 
gating in all $61,000 were filed last 
week against Mr. Hutchcraft, as de- 
tailed in the News.

EUROPEAN WAR IN BRIEF. 

Both French and British pay trib- 
ute to the valor of the Belgians, 
who, with the allies, are holding 
back the German advance along the 
North Sea coast. Incessant fighting 
has been in progress from the cast 
line as far south as La Bassee, a 
distance of about 50 miles, but this 
line is divided into several fronts, on 
which separate engagements are 
being fought. It is this line the Ger- 
mans are endeavoring to break in 
their attempt to reach Dunkirk and 
other French seaparts. 

Three British monitors, the Sev- 
ern, Humber and Mersey, with six- 
inch and other heavy guns, are shell- 
ing the Germans in the vicinity of 
Ostend, where, it is said, terrible ex- 
ecution has been done. Machine gun 
detachments also have been landed 
from these vessels and are assisting 
in the defense of Nieuport. 
' There has been particularly hard 
fighting in the Lille region, where 
the British are in action. The im- 
portant .French town of Lille still is 
held by the Germans, and the encoun- 
ters in this neighborhood have been 
of a hand-to-hand character. 

Optimistic reports, from the Rus- 
sian viewpoint, come from Petro- 
grad, where it is officially announced 
that the German troops have been 
driven from the roads leading to 
Warsaw and are in full retreat, hav- 
ing left their wounded on the field 
of battle. 

Similarly, the Russian report that 
the advances of the Austrians in 
Galicia have been stayed. 

Sasebo, the naval port of Japan, 
reports that the Japanese have de- 
stroyed the military equipment and 
seized large quantities of gold and 
munitions of war on the German 
islands in the South Seas, recently 
occupied. 

By order of the Russian Emperor 
the students of the universities and 
high schools have been called to the 
colors. These youths are ordinarily 
exempt from war service.

JAPS SEIZE ISLES IN PACIFIC. 

TOKIO, Oct. 20. — The navy depart- 
ment has announced the occupation 
tor military purposes of important | 
islands in the Marianne (or Ladrone) 
Marshall, East Caroline and West 
Caroline archipelagoes. 

Previous announcement lias beera 
made of the occupation by Japan of 
islands in the Marshall and Caroline 
groups. The occupation of an island 
in the Maranne or Ladrone group has 
not heretofore been reported. 

The Marianne islands lie directly 
east of Luzon and about 1,700 miles 
from Manila. In this group is the 
Island of Gaum, which was acquired 
by the United States in 1898. Here 
the United States maintains a small 
military force and there is a cable 
station on the line between Manila, 
Honolulu and San Francisco. 

The Marianne group is about 500 
miles south of the Bonin Islands 
*hich belong to Japan. The tot^al 
area of the Marianne is about 420 
square miles.

"I was to supper with Grandmother 
Kelly last night," Miss Connelly in- 
formed Liss Frizkle, as she threw her- 
self on the couch in the rest room, 
"and of all the fun!"

It was funny because Grand- 
mother Kelly ain't more'n a couple of 
years younger than Grandmaw Get- 
chell. 

"I was just a-startin' to pike over 
and get Grandmaw Getchell when the 
old lady come hoppin' up the stairs, 
spry's you please. Grandmother Kelly 
runs to the door. 'Why, grandmaw,' 
she says, 'did you come all by your- 
self? I don't think you ought to 'a' 
done it. It ain't safe for you to come 
all that way alone.' 

"Grandmaw Getchell just pushes 
past her and begins takin' off her hat 
and cape and throwin' 'em on the 
chair. 'Quit "grandmawin" me,' she 
says. 'I'm just as well able to walk 
three blocks by myself as I ever was, 
and a good deal more able than some 
of these slimjacks that'd crack to 
pieces if they ever hit the sidewalk.' 

"When we sat down to supper 
Grandmother Kelly says, just as sweet 
as couid be, 'I made some cornbread 
for supper, grandmaw,' she says, 
1 'cause I thought it would be easy for 
you to eat.
